Seaplanes Carried Reco rd 
Weight Lifted From Water’ 


Craft Ran Parallel With Shore for Mile, Then 
Rose and Turned Towards 
Goldén Gate. ~

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 1.— 


Both of them carrying the great- 
est load any airplane ever has at- 
tempted to lift from the water, the 
two navy seaplanes, PN-9 No. 1 


and PN-9 No. 3, pulled themselves 
into the air yesterday afternoon 
and went winging their way toward 
Honolulu in one of the biggest fly- 
ing undertakings the United States 
Navy ever has attempted. 

No. 3 plane was the first off. 
She took the air at 2:41 p. m. No. 
1 left the water at 2:55. Only a 
little more than two hours later 
word came by wireless that both 
planes had passed the destroyer 
William Jones, 200 miles off the 
coast, the first of the 10 patrol 
ships which guard the route. The 
four 500-horsepower Packard mo- 
tors were keeping up their steady 
roar as they passed. 

The PB-1, held up while stronger 
supports are installed for her giant 
800-horsepower Packard motors, 
will leave here within the next 36 
hours; she will fly alone and is ex- 
pected to make faster time than 
the other two ships. She will weigh 
25,000 pounds when she takes the 
air, while the PN-9 planes weighed 
19,500 with their full loads. 

Perfect Get Away. 

The start of the flight was vir- 
so perfect, although somewhat 

elayed. 


they stationed themselves in the 
lee of Midshipman’s Point near 
the head of the bay, or approxi- 
mately 15 miles northeast of San 
Francisco. Here, with the wind 
broken by the shore high lands, 
and with the tide holding just the 
right sort of a ripple under their 
submerged hulls, they set forth at 
a command from Capt. Stanford E.

more prominent Chicagoans, pub- 
lished today.

The largest tax paid by those 
listed in the newspapers came from

CONVENTION OF VETERANS 


Tulsa District Attorney Says Offi- 
cors Made Mistakc—Were Hunt- 
ing Bootleggers.

20 PRISONS CLOSED IN ENGLAND 


Population Dropped About 60 Per | 
Cent in Ten Years. 
Correspondence of the Associated Preas. 
LONDON, Aug. 20.—In the past 
10 years over 20 prisons have been 
closed in England, and the prison 
population has dropped by about 60 
per Cent. On the other hand, the 
figures for crime reveal only a /'/ 
very slight downward tendency. 
The closing of prisons does rk 
mean that appreciably fewer of- 
fences, taken as a whole, are being | 
committed. It means that a daring | 
experiment is being made of which | 
the fruits cannot be apparent for | 
some years. The hope is put in| 
the new treatment by which men, | 
women and children who appear | 
before the magistrates are no long- |

JURISTS BUSY AT THE HAGUE 


Four Groups Studying or Practic- 
ing International Law There. 
Correspondent of Post-Dispatch 
and Chicago Daily News. 

AMSTERDAM, Aug. 10.—At The 
Hague, which every summer isa 
center of activity in international 
jaw, the season is at i‘s height. Not 
fewer than four important bodies 
studying or practicing international 
law are meeting in the Dutch court- 
capital—the permanent court of in- 
ternational justice, in ordinary ses- 
sion; the academy of international 
law holding its third annual sum- 
mer course. the institute for .com- 
parative law, and the institute of 
Fifty years ago 
the latter institute held a session 
in The Hague. This year’s session 
is held in Holland .to commemo+- 
rate the three hundredth anniver- 
sary of the publication of Hugo 
Grotius’ work on the law of war 
and peace. The meeting, presided 
over by Dr. Loder, former president 
of the permanent court of interna- 
tional justice, is attended by mem- 
bers and associates frém 27 coun- 
tries, including Dr. James*Brown 
Scott, secretary general of the Car- 
negle endowment for international 
perce, and Prof. Marshal] Brown 
of Princeton, Elihu Root and John 
Bassett Moore were appointed hon- 
orary members. This year the in- 
stitute deals especially with two 
subjects—the question of compul- 
sory arbitration and the principles 
underlying practice in regard to 
territorial waters. The next ses- 
sion will take place at Washington 
in October, 1927. Dr. James Brown 
Scott was elected president.

Seldom Displayed To Public 
As in Rail Merger Hearing 


Virginia. Stockholders “in Chesapeake and 
Ohio Road Broke With Van Sweringens When 
Called On to Attend Midnight,Conference.

It is seldom the intimate work- 
ings of big business have been s0 
completely displayed to the citizen- 
ry as they have in this hearing on 
the application of the Van Swer- 
ingen boys to consolidate with 
their Nickel Plate system the Ches- 
apeake, & Ohio, the Erie and the 
Pere Marquette. 

The hearing room on the elev- 
enth floor of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commision Building’ in 
Washington has been filled with 
inquisitive lawyers and railroad ex- 
perts. The Chesapeake & Ohio mi- 
nority, which opposes the conaoli- 
dation, is represented by Col. Hen- 
ry W. Anderson (most of the par- 
ticipants have military titles) of 
Richmond, long a railroad lawyer, 
and Thomas B. Gay. 

E. C. Bailly represents the mi- 
nority of the Hocking Valley, a 
subsidiary of the Chesapeake & 
Ohlo. Albert I. Stiles, an eccentric 
railroad engineer, and his attorney, 
H. 8S. Bird, represents himself. 

On the other side the Van Swer- 
ingen forces are led by Col. W. A. 
Colston, general counsel for the 
Nickel Plate, a true fighting man, 
and Newton D. Baker, former 
Mayor of Cleveland and Secretary 
of War under President Wilson. 

Both Welcome Publicity. 

The most recondite details of the 
business careers of the- two Cleve- 
land real estate men and railroad 
financiers have been exhumed and 
exhaustively reviewed. Each side 
welcome publicity—the Van Swer- 
ingens have a press agent — and 
both sides complain that the news- 
papers have unwittingly permitted 
themselves to be used as tools of 
the other. 

Th hearing. the expenses of 
which are $700 an hour, has 
dragged out now for nearly four 
months. Even those friendliest to 
the Van Sweringens say thev have 
presented their case, on which a 
billion dollar transaction dependa, 
awkwardly. 

President Smith of nA New York 
Central, who on many former oc- 
easions had been their adviser. 
died in March, 1924. At that time 
the Van Swearingens controlled 
the Nickel Plate and the (Chesa- 
peake and Ohlo, were directors of 
both roads and had substantial in- 
terests In the Pere Marquette and 
the Erie. The conference of rail- 
road executives to divide up the 
independent roads of the East. 
which has already been referred 
to, was approaching. 

Sought Much Advice. 

By the middle of August the 
Van Sweringens had decided upon 
the general terms of their pro- 
posed consolidation and presented 
their application to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission: A few 
days ago Col. Anderson asked Oris 
‘Van Sweringen on the stand with 
whom he had consulted in for- 
mulating his plans. 

Van Sweringen named John E. 
Oldham of Boston, expert adviser 
on railroad properties for J. P. 
Morgan & Co, He had talked, he 
said, with Thomas W. Lamont. 
Arthur M. Anderson and others of 
the House of Morgan. Beyond 
these men he could only recall, he 
said, discussing his plans with 
Prof. William Z. Ripley of Har- 
vard, expert for the I. C. C., and 
J. J. Bernet, his own executive and 
protege of President Smith. 

“I sought light wherever I 
could,” Van Sweringen finally an- 
rewered.

A minority stockholders’ protec- 
tive committee was then formed, 
with George ‘Cole Scott of Rich- 
mond as chairman and Col. Ander- 
son as chief counsel. Scott and his 
committee appealed, according to 
credible authority, to Iamont of 
J. P. Morgan & Co. for peace. La- 
mont answered that Morgan had 
no interest in the consolidation oth- 
er than as the depository. 


About this time rumors were 
published and afterward denied, 
That the Van Sweringens intended 
to show no mercy to the objectors. 
The Richmond minority then pre- 
pared for a protracted war. 

The Governor of Virginia, E. Lee 
Trinkle, issued a statement sup- 
porting them. The Richmond courts 
were appealed to. The entire State 
Was aroused.” Just before the last 
adjournment was taken Col, Ander- 
®0n asked to see a list of the small 
stockholders who had acqiwesced 
in the Van Sweringen  propasal. 
Newton D. Baker protested and said 
that if this information were given 
out, telline who were for the Scott 
committee and who against, ‘“‘neigh- 
bor would be set against neighbor, 
and church members would refuse 
to speak to church members.” 

The legal staff of the Van Swer- 
ingens had meanwhile worked 
night and day preparing the leases.

U. $. TO RECEIVE $4,678,000 
OF BILLION GOLD MARKS 


Sum Paid By Germany in First 
Year of Operation of Dawes 
Plan, 

By the Associated Presa. 

BOSTON, Sept. 1.—The United 
States eventually will receive 19,- 
651,000 gold marks or $4,678,000 
of the 1,000,000,000 gold marks 
paid-by Germany during the first 
year of operation of the Dawes 
plan, the World Peace Foundation 
announced today. The amount re- 
ceivable by the United States dur- 
ing the second year, which begins 
today, wil] be approximately 25 
per cent larger. 

Of the total sum, 4,343,000 
marks, or $1,034,000, has been paid 
to Belgium by reason of her war 
debt to this country. In the Bel- 
gium budget that amount will 
more than cover the first annuity 
on that portion of the Belgian 
debt to the United States, as agreed 
upon at Washington recently. 

"The rest of the reparations re- 
ceipts to American account, 15,- 
308,000 marks, or $3,644,000, is 
payable directly to this country 
through the Dawes plan machinery 
to settle the claims handled by the 
German-American mixed claims 
commission at Washington. While 
most of these claims are  deter- 
mined, no provision for payment 
has been made by Congress. Ger- 
many has, however, requested the 
United States to release to its na- 
tionals the property held bv the 
allen property custodian which has 
been retained as a form of security. 


CHINESE GROUP HOLDING 
AMERICAN DOCTOR REDUCED

HARBIN, Manchuria, Sept. 1.— 


Dr. Harvey J. Howard, American 
eye specialist of the Pekin Unton 
Medical College, who was captured 
hy Manchurian bandits on July 20, 
now ts being held for ransom bv 
a group of his captors whose num- 
bers probably have been reduced to 
less than ten. They are unmount- 
ed and in hiding near the Sungari 
River, closely followed by mounted 
militia. 

This information reached Harbin 
In a message from Roger _ §&.

According to Chinese who have 
arrived at Fuchin from the bandit 
area, the brigands who captured 
Dr. Howard sit into two bands 
when they crossed the Hungari Miv- 
er, fleeing from Chinese forces. 
The Chines troops attacked one of 
these bands, consisting of 19 men. 
on Aug. 25, and killed the chief. 
The Chinese who brought this word 
to Fuchin witnessed the fight, Mr. 
Greene reports. 

Chinese and civil and military 
searching parties are combing both 
banks of the river.

‘$250,000 FOR GARDEN 


Plant Wizard to Let His Exper- 
imental Farm Go-to Some 
University.

SAN FRANCISCO, Bept. 1.—Up- 
on the suggestion of Henry Ford, 
automobile manufacturer and 
friend of Luther Burbank, world 
famous plant scientist, the gardens 
of wizardry in which Burbank 
for 50 years has conducted his ex- 
periments near Santa Rosa, Cal., 
are to pass into the hands of unl- 
versity scientists for maintenance 
and perpetuation. 

Revelation of how Ford induced 
the plant wizard to place the gar- 
dens in the keeping of an educa- 
tional institution, together with 
the publication of an article by the 
manufacturer in his Dearborn In- 
dependent, precipitated a scramble 
of Universities and private capital 
for the gardens, was made today. 

Prominent Leland Stanford Unl- 
versity alumni have announced 
plans for an endowment fund for 
the perpetuation of the gardens. 

That Stanford has had compet!- 
tion from a half scwre of eastern 
and Mid-Western universities, as 
well as two Pacific coast Institu- 
tions and numerous capitalists 
seeking to commercialize. the 
achievements of. the plant wizard, 
however, was clearly indicated, 

Burbank was reticent concerning 
the Identity of these. Institutions, 
but from W.lIambert Hill, personal 
friend of the scientist and one of 
the chief sponsors of the endow- 
ment plan, it was learned that one 
of these was “probably Harvard’ 
while colleges in the vicinity of 
Lancaster, Mass., Burbank’s birth- 
place, were also reported to be 
interested. Stanford probably will 
get the gardens. 

Hill said that private capital 
had offered as high as $250,000 for

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Rurbank’s gardens. This and 
other offers were refused by Bur- 
bank, he said. because he did not 
wish to “commercialize” his ac- 
ecomplishments of 50 years. 

Inder the plan, it was announced 
today, Burbank will not retire. He 
will devote his time to his office 
duties and In acting In an advisory 
capacity to the scientists who will 
take Dver his gardens. 

At Stanford it was stated that a 
reallenment would follow acquis!- 
tion of the Burbank gardens, witha 
special faculty of scientists from all 
parts of the world. ? 

Burbank said today it would be 
impossible to enumerate “in 12 
hours running” the various experi- 
ments upon which he is now work- 
ing on his 13-acre farm. The plant 
wizard is now 76 years old. He 
first came to Santa Rosa on Oct. 
1, 1875, and will complete 60 years 
of experimental work on. Oct. 1, 
this year.

MEXICAN NATIONAL BANK 
TO ISSUE PAPER MONEY 


‘Government to Retain $1 Per Cent 


of Stock, Offering Balance 


MEXICO CITY, Sept. 1.—The 
Banco de Mexico, the New | Mext- | 
can National Bank of Issue, will 
come officially into existence_ to- 


day. Arrangements were complet- 
ed yesterday tor formal filing of 
the charter. 

The bank will issue paper money, 
backed by both gold and silver re- 
serves, although the new notes ac- 
tually will be gold certificates. The 
Government will retain 61-per cent’ 
of the stock, offering .the: remain- 
der for general subscription. The 
bank ia capitalized at 100,000,000 
pesos (normally $49,800,000). 

Probably a fortnight’ will elapse 
before the new paper money 4ac- 
tually is in circulation. . Bills are 
held in readiness for issue up to 
10,000,000 pesos, but the first ts- 
sues probably will. be small. Mexico 
has had no paper money in general 
circulation since 1920 and little 
since 1916. Only gold and aliver 
Coine have been used and the han- 
dicap of handling big business 
transactions by payments in metal 
coin have curtailed trade, experts 
Say. 

In addition to tasuing paper 
money, the bank will assume the 
functiong of the present Mexican 
monetary commission. It is au- 
thorized to handle rediscounts and 
do a general banking business as 
well as act as agent for the Mexi- 
ean Treasury. The new bank ifs not 
to be confused with the National 
Bank of Mexico. 

There are two classes of stock— 
“A.” that held by the Government, 
and “B,"’ that held generally sub- 
scribed. It is reported that sev-

COMMITTEE OPPOSES 
BIBLE IN SCHOOLS 


Recommends Proposal to In- 
clude Daily Reading in Cur- 
riculum Be Put on File, 


Requests of the Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, the Junior 
Order of Afmerican Mechanics and 
various individuals, to include 
Bible reading in the curriculum of 
the public schools of St. Louis, will 
be courteously declined and filed 
by the Board of Education, at its 
monthly meeting next Tuesday, if 
it approves the recommendation of 
the Instruction Committee adopted 
yesterday. 

The Instruction Committee, meet- 
ing in executive session, so made 
its recommendation, after hearing 
a report by Superintendent of In- 
struction Maddox, prepared at the 
instance of Myrt A. Rollins, mem- 
ber of the board, as to the policies 
of the school boards in seventeen 
cities, relating to Bible reading. 

In nine of the cities, the report 
stated, the Bible is not read because 
of statutory inhibitions; in. three 
others Bible reading is permitted, 
but not required by law; while in 
four cities such reading is required 
by law. 

Specifically, reading from _ the 
Scriptures is required in the New 
York, Washington, Philadelphia 
and Atlanta public schois.-. Laws 
or legal decisions prohibit such 
reading in Chicago, Cincinnati, De- 
troit, New Orleans, Milwaukee, 
Minneapolis, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and Mount Vernon, N. Y. 

In Indiana, a State law provides 
that the Bible shall not be exclud- 
ed: Omaha uses the Book as a lit- 
erary and reference work, while in 
Buffalo the matter is left to the 
discretion of teachers. 

The report pointed out that In 
all cases, except in Atlanta, the 
reading is to be done without note 
or comment. The Georgia excep- 
tion permits pupils to withdraw 
while the reading is in progress, 
provided the pupll has presented a 


guardian.
